Select Planting 


Seed Carefully 


Many Seed Look Good But 


On Examination Are 


of Poor Quality 


Those who have suitable seed for 


slanting next spring, especially corn 
and cotton, should make a special ef- 
ort to properly store such seed, since, 
.he supply next spring promises to 
ae very scarce. The corn crop is short 
and what corn we have is generally of 
such poor quality that it will be crop 
suicide to plant it next spring. 


In an examination of gin run cotton 


seed it was found that over 80 per 
cent of the seed examined in that par- 
ticular lot \vsis of inferior quality fcr 
planting. The seed from cotton found 
on the heavier soils ?iko Red liver 
bottom and the heavy blacklands of 
tho country, are more apt to be super- 
ior. If these seed, where they were 
planted pure bred last spring, are kept 
and not allowed to heat in the bin 
this winter, they will be suitable for 
planting next year. 


Where seed are kept with the in 


tention of selling for planting next 
spring they should be protected at the 
gin as much as possible to keep them 
pure, should be housed in well venti- 
lated bins; then before they arc of- 
.fered for sale next spring a uniform 
sample of the seed should be sent to 
the state seed laboratory at the Col- 
lege of Agriculture at Fayetteville, 
and have a germination test run on 
them according to County Agent Lynn 
Smith. This method of caring for the 
teed will help protect both the sellei 
and the buyer of the seed.

HEN the Garland City bridge was blown up early this 
month we wer-e told that rewards would tye offered along 


with a determined investigation. 


One such reward certainly was expected from the state, 


for whojn the bridge was being built. Another might have 
come from the bridge company that handled the construc- 
tion. 


No reward has been offered that we know of. Outward- 


ly the investigation seems to have died a premature death. 


The Star suspects that both reward and investigation 


have been forgotten in the controversy between the state and 
the bridge company over who is to bear the burden of the 
toss. 


This is a short-sighted policy. The problem of making 


a summary example of dynamiters who go about destroying 
public works, is more important than any mere property 
toss. A bridge can he rebuilt, but vandalism that goes un- 
punished may touch off tho fuse of nihilism that destroys 
state as well a.s property. 


The Star has a hunch that no reward has been offered 


through fear of compromising legal action to fix responsi- 
bility for rebuilding the bridge. The State won't offer a re- 
ward bftcau.se it may tend to show that the state had already 
accepted the property. The bridge company won't commit 
;tself because it i.s afraid that if it posts a reward the courts 
may say that it virtually confessed the bridge still belonged 
to it. 


This is a miserable and senseless dog-fight. The state 


and the,- bridge company ought to offer a reward jointly, 
waving any prejudice to such eivil action as may develop.
